Claims 1-27 are presented for examination. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the art of record does 
not teach or suggest a trace cache array having a first trace and a second trace with a first tail 
data of the first trace having a trace-end predictor to predict the address for the second trace or a 
method storing tail data of a first trace during a first execution of the first trace then retrieving 
the tail data during a second execution of the first trace with the tail data of the first trace 
fetching a head of a second trace from the trace cache.
